LONDON, Feb. G.-~Clement* Marklmm, 


F. It. S., president of tho Royal Geo- 
graphical society, contributes a two col- 
umn letter to The Times this morning 
minutely describing all tho cartographic 
evidence obtai liable in the society's 
map bearing on the disputed boundaries 
of Gnina from the year 1570 upward. 
Ho says that by the treaty of 1814 tho 
Dutch ceded the porriou of Guiana, in- 
c tiding tho Fpscqn^bo basin, to Great 
Britain, and that Spain, then the sover- 
eign of Venezuela, was a party to the 
treaty. "As tho inheritor from Spain 
of that sovereignty," the letter goes on 
to sity, "the Venezuelan republic is 
bound in honor to adhere to the treaty 
of 1814, which abrogated all previous 
churns ever made by Spain and secured 
to Great Britain the sovereignty of the 
whole of t- 10 Bsseqnebo basin." " 


After then detailing Robert Schom- 


burgk's explorations, J\Ir. Markliam 
contends that the concession of the 
Yurmuii valley, which was British ter- 
ritory, lo Venezuela, shows that noth- 
ing could have been further from tho 
thoughts of English statesman than an 
infringement of tho Monroe doctrine. 
He concludes that even if the territory 
which Venezuela claims were adjudged 
not to belong to Great Britain, it does 
not follow that it belongs to Venezuela. 
Great Britain's light, lie chums, rests 
on discovery, on a Dutch possession of 
three centuries on effective occupation 
and on a treaty.
